In celebrating

Tercentenary 
this year, Newport, R. J., commemo­ 
rates the completion of three cen­ 
turies of religious freedom 
mark­ 
ing the date when stout-hearted fol­ 
lowers of Roger Williams seeking the 
right to worship as thi y pleased set­ 
tled in Rhode Bland and founded the 
city of Newport. 
As 
part of the 
celebration, 
a 
special ceremony was recently held in 
which a distant relative of George 
Washington read again 
the classic 
address on religious and civil liberty 
. delivered by his illustrious kinsman 
at Newport in 17UM). 
“All citizens posses* alike libel Iy 
: of conscience and immunities of citi- 
, zenship”, .raid the first Pres.dent on 
that occasion. “ It is 
now' no more 
that toleration is spoken of as if it 
was by the indulgence of one class of 
people 
that another 
enjoyed the 
exercise of 
their inherent 
natural 
rights. For happily the Government 
of the United States which gives to 
bigotry no sanction, to persecution no 
assistance, 
requires only 
that they 
who live under its protection should 
demean 
themselves 
as 
good citi­ 
zens . . 
The spirit of these utterances ha^ 
guided us for 150 years ami has been 
one of the basic principles of our na­ 
tional life. For a century and half we 
have 
maintained 
a free life 
here 
baaed upon a system of free enter­ 
prise, political freedom and religious 
and civil liberty. As long as we main 
tam 
in the 
United States 
a flee 
economic and political 
system, we 
need not fear the loss of the third 
freedom— religious and civil liberty. 
We need not fear the encroachments 
and effects of the European “ isms ’ 
which preach hatred and intolerance 
of one class for another, 
one race 
against another.

“ Hell,” a philosopher once observ- * 
cd, “ is a state of mind.” No dispar- ■ 
agement is meant (though the na- 
lienal capital does happen to be ex 
tremely hot

days) 
when it is pointed out that the des­

I accurately. For Washington is not so 
much a place as a symbol— though 
perhaps a symbol meaning “all things 
to all m en”. 
When the average American men­ 
tions Washington at the present time, 
the odds are reasonably long that he 
isn’t thinking of the actual city itself, 
as he would be doing if he named 
Ne ■w York or Chicago or Sheboygan; 
he s talking about 
government and 
all the cloudy or clear 
ideas in hi- 
mind concerning things 
governmen­ 
tal. 
That’- why a column called “ Wash­ 
ington 
Snapshots” 
sometimes gets 
geographically out of 
bounds. For. 
just as wherever the 
royal feet o, 
t h e Emperor of Japan are planted is 
supposed to be sacred ground, w h e r ­ 
e v e r politics 
are being 
played or I 
statesmanship is being displayed is j 
” Washington”.

All of which may be too long a way i 
of saying that Congress, not so many 
weeks ago a powerful body making 
the nation’s laws, has broken up now' 
into more than five hundred individ­ 
ual units scattered all over the coun­ 
try, each extremely concerned about 
his political future. It is at times likf* 
these that one of the most interesting 
and important phases of the Ameri­ 
can 
system of government a p p e a r s 
on the scene. For this

Straw one is the 
attitude of Con­ 
gress itself at the session 
recently 
concluded. Naturally, Congress tries 
to interpret public opinion to the best 
of its ability; that is the keystone of 
the system of representative democ­ 
racy, and its the best system worked 
out so far though like all things hu­ 
man it isn’t perfect. 
The legislators last session didn’t 
go too far out on a limb until they 
could check with the home folks, but 
they did institute certain reforms, all 
pointing in 
a 
single 
direction. In 
other words, Congress 
indicated a 
belief that what the public wants is 
legislative action of a type that will 
restore business confidence and stait 
the wheels of progress rolling again. 
Straw two is the 
“straw vote”. 
Congressmen are naturally very anx­ 
ious to find out whether they guessed 
rip lit last session, and recent p o lls of 
public opinion seem to 
show 
that 
they were. 
These polls 
have evi­ 
denced 
increasing 
dissatisfaction 
with 
heavy government 
spending, 
mounting taxes, and political tinker­ 
ing with the welfare of business. In 
the case of one reform that industry 
considers particularly vital to its wel­ 
fare— namely, 
amendment 
of 
the 
VV agner Act so that both sides can 
stand equal in the eyes of the law - 
the percentage of the public demand­ 
ing a change in the Act rose in three 
short month- from 62 to 70 per cent, 
according to the reliable American! 
Institute of Public Opinion, It would 
be hard to maintain, in the face of a 
popular mnjavitj so heavy, that the 
public isn’t vitally interested in this 
matter of 
restoring business 
con­ 
fidence. 
There’s one more straw, less im­ 
portant perhaps than the first two 
but still indicative. That ic tho opin­ 
ion of political observers who, like 
the 
Senators and 
Representatives, 
mak«* their bread and butter out of 
guessing right more than half the 
time. M od seasoned observers with­ 
out too special an axe to grind are 
inclined to go along with the belief 
that what s most needed, and most 
wanted by the public, is Congression­ 
al action next session to achieve the 
reforms business and industry most 
need: Wagner Act amendments spon­ 
sored by business and labor groups 
alike, 
taxation 
reforms that 
will 
make real sense 
and make invest­ 
ments in private enterprise offer the 
possibility of profit, and real govern­ 
mental economy aimed towards end­ 
ing the balloon-like ascent of the na­ 
tion’s debt load. 
WSB— 
Summing up, then, this seems to be 
the story: AU the straws in the wind 
point to a public interest in seeing 
Congress do the things that will most 
aid business recovery, and thus bring 
back prosperity for the whole coun­ 
try. You, as an American citizen, w ill 
be aiding 
your representative 
in I 
Washington if you give him, in writ­ 
ing or in person, your 
opinion on 
these manors. And if the Congress­ 
man is half the judge of public tem­ 
per he's cracked up to be, his return 
to Washington next session ought to 
b r i n g the reforms business 
and in­ 
dustry need. All of which is pleasant 
f o r the average American to con­ 
sider I
